THK BEN HA YON MYSTERY. 

A Startling Disclosure Hade iiiiuinisr's Dia- 
monds u Probable Clue. 

San Francisco, Nov. .'). William 
Winter, an artist of this city, has made 
the most startling disclosures in the Beii- 
hayon mystery. Its tendency is to throw 
light on Diinmig, the bonk agent's connec- 
tion with Dr. Bowers. Diinmig, accord 
ing In Winter's positive statement, wore 
diamonds on an evening not long prior to 
Benhayon's death, and his appearance at- 
tracted so much comment that he retorted 
in answer to some jocular talk that he ex- 
pected thirteen more soon and enough 
money to buy a sloop.

The theory suggested from 
Winter's statement is that he obtained his 
diamonds from Dr. Bowers, as a reward 
for sonic service actually performed or 
soon to be peformed.

A STEAM LIFE-BOAT. 

The life-boat service 011 the English 
coast is without doubt- ahead of any other 
in the world for completeness and elli- 
eioncy. There are few points on the coast ! 
where wrecks ordinarily occur without a 
linely equipped boat and a brave crew 
ready to put off in the teeth of the fiercest 
gales to rescue mariners in distress. Ex- 
tensive and otticient as the service is it has I 
just received an addition which surpasses 
anything built heretofore either in Eng- 
land or elsewhere. This is a steam life- 
boat built at the private cost of the 
Southeastern Railway Company. The 
boat is 120 feet in length, 20 feet beam 
and 10 feet li inches deep. She is built 
of Siemen s steel, and is divided into 
numerous water-tight compartments so as 
to til her for the roughest water. The 
engines, of ,'!20 horse power, are expected 
to develope a speed of 12 knots per hour. 
The vessel will cany ordinaiy life-boats 
for use in shallow water, will he equipped 
with appliances for resuscitating persons 
suffering from exposure, and will be alto- 
gether the best equipped and most useful 
life-saving craft to be found upon any 
coast in the world. The si/.e of the vessel 
and her speed, and powerful engines, it is 
expected, will enable her to rescue vessels 
which are reported as in danger of going 
ashore, in addition to performing the or- 
dinary life-saving service. For the latter 
w ork she will undoubtedly be far superior 
the ordinary boats, as she will bo able 
easily to face and overcome gales which 
would prove too much for the best manned 
boats, which rely on the muscle of the 
crews or on sail power. No explanation 
is yriven, other than the public interest 
in the life-boat service in England, to 
account for a railway corporation going 
into an enterprise so purely hunian- 
! itarian in its character and so far 
removed from their own peculiar sphere;

LATE CANADIAN NEWS. 
ONTARIO. 

K. J. Reid, wholesale produce and pro- 
vision merchant, Toronto, has skipped, 
leaving about $8,000 debts behind him. 
It ih rumored he eloped with a married 
womau. 

Mary Ann, the sixteen-year-old daugh- 
tor of Robert Britton, foil into an open 
well while attempting to draw water, nnd 
was drowned. 

John Olirrigan was arrested at Toronto 
on a charge of having attempted to mur- 
der his step-son, Arthur Clayton, a boy of 
14, by throwing him into the bay. The 
boy was rescued by some men in the 
vicinity, and the warrant was issued nt 
tlio request of the mother. 

The annual report of t he Canadian min- 
ister of marine snows the number of ves- 
sels steam and sail, on the Canadian re- 
gister to bo 7,^11, measuring 1,217,7(10 
tons, being a decrease of 21 vessels and 
14,000 tons, as compared with the pre- 
vious year. The value of the registered 
tonnage of Canada is estimated at $36,- 
532,980. 

A meteoric stone weighing several tons 
struck a farm near Bear Brook and sank 
into t he ground nearly out of sight. The 
earth was thrown up around several feet 
high. 

Another incendiary has been at work at 
Kingston and a building belonging to 
George Brown was burned with all its 
contents. While the lire was in progress 
another occurred in the house of John 
Cowper, and so rapid was its progress that 
a family of six persons asleep in the upper 
Hat wore nearly cremated. The children 
were dropped from a window and the par- 
ents bad to jump after them. 

OUEBEC. 

Several conductors and porters of the 
Canadian Pacific railway have received 
notice of dismissal for accepting bribes 
from the public, and thus defrauding the 
company of the proper faro from point to 
point. 

The late gales are the most serious 
known for some t ime along the Motapo- 
dia valley. All the suoW-sheds <m the 
Intercolonial railway were blown down. 
At Canvpbelltown a brigantine was over- 
turned and lost, and two schooners lost at 
Paspobiuc, besides several fishing boats. 

John Corrigan, cuter, Toronto, was 
arrested charged with attempted murder. 
Corrigan has been separated for some 
time from his wife, owing to intense 
hatred of her children by her first hus- 
band. He met one of them, John Clay- 
ton, aged eight, and drove, him to the 
Church street wharf. As soon as begot 
there Corrigan threw the unsuspecting 
boy into the bay and drove oil'. Some 
men working on the wharf succeeded in 
rescuing young Clayton after he had dis- 
appeared for the second time. 

Sam Whissel, coachman to .Mr. I 1 ' red. 
Tallow, of Lachine, was committed at 
Hull for the abduction of Miss Giroux, n 
niece of the latter. He wanted to marry 
her. The young lady, it appears, ran off 
with him. She has been sent home. 

Hamilton, who was reported to have 
eloped from Ottawa with Mrs. Middleton, 
has arrived at Montreal. He denies the 
stories published, and will institute ac- 
tions for libel against the newspapers. 

The Canadian refiners advanced the 
price of granulated sugai one-eighth of a 
cent, making it six and seven-eighths 
cents to the combination, and seven and 
three-eight lis cents to non-combiners. 

It is rumored that the Miratnichi, of 
thoGulf Port line has foundered with all 
bauds. The agents deny the story, but 
admit that she is aground at Summerside, 
Prince l'alward Island. 

[t is announced thai the Canadian Pa- 
cific have changed the route of the short 
line into Montreal in order to euchre the 
farmers who asked too much money for 
the right-of-way. The route will bo a 
little longer but will not cost so much. 

The installation of Lieutenant-Governor 
Angers was a brilliant affair, eclipsing 
everything of the kind ever seen in Que- 
boc. Tbe/r ii.' afterwards was numerously 
attended. Among the visitors were Car- 
dinal TaBuhoroau and staff. The new 
gove. nor gave a state dinner in the eve- 
ning, which was a grand affair. 

Sir .Mm Maudonald has returned to 
Ottawa from Montreal, it is understood 
ho secured §50,000 stock in the Toronto 
Em/iii i .

THE PROVINCES. 

Their Autonomy Will be Most Positively 
Asserted. 

Quebec;, Oct. 29.— Hon. Mr, Mereior, 
Premier of Quebec, speaking of the work 
of the conference said : ,l We have come 
to a Unanimous conclusion as to the de- 
fects which exist and the remedy which 
should ho applied to thorn. I am happy 
to state that the autonomy of the Prov- 
inces will be most positively .asserted as 
the real basis of our form of Government 
and tho only guarantee of its mainten- 
ance. The very difficult question of the 
financial position of the Provinces and 
their respective claims has (loon satisfac- 
torily dealt with and the conference has 
come to a conclusion which if carried out 
will meet tho requirements of the various 
Provinces without detriment to the gen 
eral interests of the Dominion." 

FKKD GRANT'S PRETTY WIFE. 

In invoking the help of his wife in Ins 
canvass for Secretary of State Colonel 
Fred Grant displays a degree of sense that 
does him infinite 'credit. He has little 
natural aptitude for politics. Ho must 
have been forgotten when gifts of oratory- 
were parceled out, for in his most awk- 
ward days General Grant was a Cicero 
compared with tho son. Nor has the Col- 
onel boon rubbed up against the world 
and thus acquired the experience 
with men of affairs that his father had he- 
fore assuming public functions. Except in 
name and in the cut of his beard lie has 
not yet developed any resemblance to tho 
old commander, hut ho litis not boon 
blind to the advantage that beautiful 
wives have secured to aspirants for pub- 
lic suffrage and he seems to have set out 
to stake his game on the card.

Mrs. Grant 
is wonderfully beautiful. She was of the 
Honore family of Chicago. Her sister, 
also a woman of noted beauty, is the wife 
of Potter Palmer, owner of the Palmer 
House. Mrs. Grant shows her French ox- 
traction in her native and graceful man- 
ners, as well as in her features, in which 
is the attractive combination of black hair 
and lustrous blue eyes and well-modeled, 
rosy Hps, which disclose in parting a hand- 
some set of teeth. She is a born entertain- 
er, possessing the faculty of drawing from 
her guests the best that is in thorn and 
sending them away delighted w ith them- 
selves and with her. 

It is iiuite safe to say that site will make 
as favorable an impression everywhere as 
she has in her first appearance, and if 
Colonel Grant shall accomplish the up- 
hill task before him of election as Secret- 
ary of State, the honor of tin' achieve- 
ment will be due to tho conquests of his 
charming wife. — Philadelphia Press.

(Uoforo Kd win Johnson, 1'. M.i 
Poutlass, an Indian woman, was 
charged with threatening several witnesses 
if they gave evidence in the case of Qlllim 
let charged with the murder of Miller. 

Sally, a Salmon river Indian woman, 
was sworn and deposed as follows: Am a 
witness in tho Quamlet ease; Poutlass 
called me a dog and asked me w hy I told 
lies in court; she also told 1110 I hail better 
look out or she would turn me ern/.y; I 
did not hear all she said; I could not any- 
how long ago it was; it was shortly after 
the ease was heard in court. 

To Mr. Davie -Poutlass lives in a 
house at the Fuelataw ranehe at Nanaiino 
on uhe Dopnrbure bay sido; I live at, the 
same ranehe with my mother; I do not live 
with a iimn; my house is close lo the beach 
and that of Poutlass is above and very 
close to my house; Poutlass spoke tome 
in the Indian language; I did not answer 
her but went straight to my house. 

To the Court - 1 do not know by what 
means Poutlass would make me crazy; 1 
believe Poutlass could make me ers/.y if 
she wanted to; she did not say anything 
about, what evidence I should givt) at the 
high court. 

To Mr. Davie 1 did not tell anyone 
what Poutlass told me; I told Sepel- 
hllllo what prisoner had told me 
in jail ill Nauaimo; I told Sepelhullo as 
soon as I came out of jail; I was at my 
house when I told Sepelhullo and be then 
told me that prisoner had threatened bun 
in the same way; Poutlass came out ol 
jail before I did; I was imprisoned for 
drinking a little whisky; 1 only 
Sepelhullo what Poutlass said tome. 

Sepulbidlo. an EuolataW Indian, was j 
sworn and said : lain a native of Wee i 
way-kuin and I stop in Niinailuo; I was 
a witness in t he Quamlet ease, nftor giv- 
ing evidence 1 returned to Nanaiino; I I 
know the prisoner; hornamu is Poutlass; I | 
saw her in .Nauaimo when I went hack from 1 

Victoria; she said a great deal I e; I 

walked past her house with How-hatick j 
(another witness); Poutlass said to us : 
"You told lies; you are like dogs; it won't 1 
be long before you know something; it 
will not be long bofoio you die; the pale- | 
faces have a way of poisoning one another j 
and tin' Indians also know how to poison j 
anyone when they want to; if you do 
not change your evidence against Quam- I 
urt you will title! out." 



Mr. .1. P. Pianta, Provincial Com- 
missioner, is in t he pity and, boiii^, inter- 
viewed by a representative or Till'. 
Colon ist, said that, after the arrival of 
tliu steamer Douglas at Motlakahtla the 
commissioners learned that on Friday, 
Oct, 7th, a number of Indians arrived at 
Motlakahtla from Port" Chester and pro- 
ceeded to the church when' they com- 
menced to lake down the largo windows, 
Lt feet high, This they accomplished and 

they also threw the pews, seats, pulpit 
ami altar rails outside the building. In 
fact everything t hat could he removed was 
pileil up outside the church evidently for 
the purpose of being taken away, The 
bell lower was damaged but <li«l 'not lull 
down. A largo quantity of shingles was 
removed from the roof of tho church. 
Cn the same day Uev. Mr. TomlillSoll, 
his son and Dr. Bluett, arrived on 

the scene of action. Next day 

Stipendiary Magistrate Wool ton and 
Constable Anderson arrived from Pnrl 
Chester Mini four special constables 
were then sworn in. Constable Ander- 
son wenl to the church and there s.iu ten 
Indians, inside armed with axes, chopping

After some seulllihg the 
Indians were disarmed and turned out ol 
i he building, They then loll Motlakahtla, 

and have not been seen since. Their 
names are Horry Range, Peter Simpson, 
Adam Cordon, Matthew Koine, Geo, 
Iviton, Boh Kitskehan, Wooimtfl, Sluiklk, 
Kobogak, A. W. Ligishanks, and 
warrants are oul for their arrest, Sunday 
was a quiol day at Motlakahtla.

EVERY BODY TO B LAM ft. 

To tiii; Editor' Rev. Mr. Cridgo 
(now Bishop Cridgc), when he surrender- 
ed his colonial chaplaincy, the Hudsolis 
Bay Co., for various reasons, gave to 
Christ Church for the support ol Mr. 
Cridgo and of schools in connection there- 
with, eve., the laud round iibotil il, say 
between Humboldt street and Meant 
street and bounded about Vancouver 
street. This church was independent. 
Bishop Hills arrived. Mr. Cridge was 
persuaded to become subject to Bishop 
H Uls and gave to him ull t his land upon 
condition that he received in lieu thereof 
a certain annual income, and thus be be- 
came subject to Bishop Hills. Sometime 
after this amalgamation Mr. Crnlge and 
the Bishop came to loggerheads about rit- 
ualism, church government and (modern) 
doctrine. Bishop Hills and Cridge sepa- 
rated in enmity, (the story is too long to 
relate now), and Bishop Hills became 
possessed of all the property. Mr. 
fridge's congregation, furious at the in- 
tolerant conduct of Bishop Hills, left t tie- 
church "and the precious fruits of t heir 
industry" and built the church of I >ur 
Lord on Humboldt street. "They sought a 
refuge from grievous wrongs but they 
did not seek to find it under the Ameri- 
can Hag." Humboldt street church now 
i.s a standing proof that "religious free- 
dom" existed and exists in British Colum- 
bia, and is a monument of the triumph 
of religious liberty over religious tyranny. 
In spiteof this, Bishop Cridge and some 
members of bis congregation gave Mr. 
Duncan credentials to the I nited States 
people, leading them, being foreigners, to 
suppose or believe that British Columbia 
was a country where neither free govern- 
ment nor religious freedom existed ! 

Mr. Duncan's case (Duncan is and was a 
most cherished friend uf Mr. Cridge, and 
like him in most respects) is very singu- 
larly like that of Mr. Cridge. He works, 
being a servant of the Church Mission so- 
ciety, nobly among the Indians. Their 
church amasses property in the shape of 
a church, houses and industrial buildings; 
he is deemed a demigod by bis Hock and 
his mission stations became the pride ol 
I '.l it ish Columbia, ami be deservedly and 
highly praised. Mr. Duncan worked al- 
most uutraunneled until about live or six 
years ago. when Gislo >j > Ridley comes out, 
and in process of tune the bishop and 
Duncan came to loggerheads; intolerance 
again on both sides. The partisans of 
e ach bucking their mail and saying "go it 
Duncan, go it Ridley" just like Chris- 
i ians ! 

Let it be here remarked that this con- 
dition of things must necessarily have 
arisen, because by this time Mr. Duncan 
bad a strong conviction that bis Indians 
must In kept "isolated ' and isolated too 
from all interference of any civil or re- 
ligious power superior to his own. In 
fact to gel his Indians "isolated" he had 
induced Governor Douglas to set aside 
two acres of land at Aletlakahtla for the 
purposes of bis Church Missionary society, 
and to this spot he removed bis Indians 
from Fort .Simpson, because the Wesley- 
ans had sent missionaries to Fort Simp- 
son, whom he considered as trespassers 
upon his vineyard, and bated thoin ac- 
cordingly bis Indians could not live in 
"unity" with clashing sectarianism. It 
nyist also be here remarked thai Mr. 
Duncan sketched on paper the so called 
Indian reserves, which reserves other 
than the two acres above mentioned and 
more are theirs to this day. 

Mr. Duncan had refused lo have, in 
fad had turned away an Indian agent, 
lie wanted no such interference. If 
there had been an Indian agent there, he 
might have become a moderator between 
those two belligerents and healed their 
quarrel, or he might have given 
true information to the powers 

that be. As it was, the mission being 
distant, but few knew what was going 
on, and as lo the public they knew and 
eared little until actual hostilities be- 
tween Duncan's Indians and the Govern- 
ment occurred. Horethen there is blame 

auaill due not I, e, but to several 

parties. 

Ill, the end, to make a long story short, 
.Mr. Duncan was cruelly turned adrift, 
ami the bishop claimed the property for 
the Church Missionary Society. Now 
then did Mr. Duncan do as Mr. Cridge 
bad done — remove his congregation and 
become independent: No, he determined 
to light the bishop, and the means he took 
as weapons to effect his object were 
bis fatal error. Those who take to the 
sword perish thereby. If instead of 
"righting the bishop" and so by ntlemp 
ted subversion of law and order bringing 
British Columbia Government into the 
trouble Mr. Duncan bad done as Mr. 
Cridge bad done before him, removed his 
Indians to some other part of British 
Columbia, the people of the country 
would, when they knew the real circum- 
stances of the case, have done for him 
.1ml his Indians as they had done lor Mr. 
Cridge and his congregation for British 
Columbia is inimical to anything like re- 
ligious tyranny ami her institutions arc 
as free as those of the I'liited States, and 
Mr. Duncan would then have gone down 
historically a hero— a saint instead of, as 
now, a traitor. He unhappily did not 
chooso to do this, but, becomes disloyal, 
goes lo a foreign country, throws oil' his 
allegiance to the Queen, gains by this and 
the credentials given him by Bishop 
Cridge (which very nearly describe 
Oridge's own case), Senator Macdonuld 
and other members of the bishop's church, 
a desolate island under the American Hag.
